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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-59 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art made of record fails to teach a phase locked loop comprising a 
phase interpolator operable to receive one or more phase signals, each of the phase 
signals being delayed with respect to the output carrier signal, the phase interpolator 
operable to generate an interpolated output signal based in part on the dither control 
signal for controlling the frequency of the output carrier signal. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Gossmann et al. (US 2001/0036240) discloses an additional 
circuit to compensate for phase error in the case of fractional-N-based PLL frequency 
synthesizers. Eriksson (US 5,986,512) discloses a phase locked loop circuit including a 
sigma-delta modulator with a dithering signal generator. Fahim (US 6,823,033) 
discloses a sigma-delta modulator controlled phase locked loop with a noise shaped 
dither. Jovenin et al. (US 6,703,901) discloses a PLL including a sigma-delta modulator 
connected to a first frequency divider and a second frequency divider having a fixed 
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fractional dividing ratio. Grewing et al. (US 2005/0275481) discloses an application of a 
step-up frequency mixer including a PLL that comprises a sigma delta modulator to 
control the frequency divider. Monahan et al. (US 6,044,124) discloses phase lock loop 
circuit for a digital radio comprising a sigma-delta and dither function modulator.
